loughs. by Elbert Hubbard, as to the simple, unhurried attitude th a t this 
great lover of all things had, and which he established as one of his great 
characteristics. He was never in a hurry. Hubbarcl said th a t Burroughs 
was the only man he ever knew w’ho was never in a hurry about anything. 
Yet what great things he accomplished! 
How' he is beloved for all th a t 
he wrote about all th a t he saw and experienced! 
The busiest men I have ever known have been those who seemed to 
have the most time. 
Only recently I read in a m agazine somewhere of 
the unhurried m anner of Henry Ford. 
This is w hat im pressed me so 
deeply upon one of my visits to his great plant. He had tim e. One day 
we went out to his farm, some miles from Detroit. 
All the m ain execu­ 
tives of his m ammoth organization were out there, and he had a wonder­ 
ful luncheon for us all. He told stories in his happy, congenial way, and 
the busy folks went back to town and Mr. Ford took ms to a little school 
house th a t he had restored and made possible. 
He was cheered by the 
children. Then, after a spell, we both w ent back to town. 
Things that should be done should not be neglected. "Do it now" is 
a splendid motto. 
But to do anything so hurriedly th a t it has to be 
done over again, or by someone else, is a waste of all time. 
A great deal of this time of ours is spent uselessly and foolishly. 
A 
generous portion should be devoted each day just to thinking! 
It is su r­ 
prising w hat a great am ount of thinking can be done in a sh o rt space of 
time! 
Every clay I see people hurrying. W hy? H urrying to get across the 
street against a traffic light, hurrying to catch a train, for w’hich they did 
not plan sufficient tim e; hurrying to get something finished th a t doesn’t 
have to be finished until it is finished right. Hurrying accomplishes no th ­ 
ing.

LEAGUE REPORT 
EASES TENSION 


European War Scare Dissipat­ 
ed as Balkan Crisis 
Seems Solved.

(AP).—W ar 
threats in. central Europe dissipated 
Monday when Yugoslavia and Hun­ 
gary bowed to the League of Na­ 
tions, whose 
council 
unanimously 
adopted a resolution "deploring'’ the 
crimes at Marseille. 
The action of the two opposing 
nations in accepting the resolution 
was viewed as a great league vic­ 
tory 
in

interests of 
peace. 
Central Europe had been threaten­ 
ed by war as a direct result of the 
assasination October 9 of the Yugo­ 
slav King Alexander. 
Hungary Promises Action 
Hungary, in diplomatic terms, is 
requested to take "punitive action 
against any authorities whose cul­ 
pabilities 
have 
been 
established” 
and ‘‘communicate to the council 
the measures which it takes to this 
effect.” 
This action was sought by Yugo­ 
slavia. 
Until th*1 very last the diplomat’s 
interest in the Yugoslav-Hungar- 
ian dispute was breathlessly main­ 
tained. 
Hungary Accepts Resolution 
The Hungarian government got 
the final draft of the resolution for 
settlement of the issue by telephone 
late Monday j^ight. 
The 
council 
then suspended 
its session until 
Budapest deliberated. 
Relief was expressed on all sides 
when the Hungarian representative 
received his urgent instructions: 
"Vote for the resolution.” 
Called Triumph For Peace 
The diplomats said the resolution 
; indicates 
a distinct 
triumph for 
conciliation in league counsels and 
proves that statesmen may make 
concessions to tile league when they 
might find it difficult to make them 
directly to governments. 
In this 
instance Yugoslavia was 
seen 
as 
getting adequate satisfaction, while 
Hungary’s honor remains unsullied. 
The British regard the agreement, 
sponsored by Capt, Anthony Eden, 
as .showing the constructive value of 
Anglo-French cooperation.
